of Dardanelles forts by

tleet now and states the actual con­ 
ditions there in terms which make it 
possible tor persons unfamiliar with 
the territory to understand it e a s ­ 
ily. 


“ When we iirst visited C onstanti­ 
nople, 
said Mr. Cambern, “ on our 
trip around the world 
in 
August. 
1909, 1 wrote a letter to the Repub­ 
lican in which I said: 
“ ‘The only way fo r any country 
except Russia to reach C onstantino­ 
ple us by water through the D a r d a ­ 
nelles. a narrow .straight 
54 
m d e s 
long about 
t w o miles in i t s widest 
part and at others not over a halt 
mil».* wide, with high bluffs o n both 
sides, lined with f o r ts and batteries 
of the best K ru p p g u n s . 
The c h a n ­ 
nel in places i> narrow and 
swift 
ami could be planted 
with 
torpe­ 
does, and I don’t believe any fleet in 
the world could get through.’ 
“ At the time this was written I 
don t believe there were any battle­ 
ships for dread nan ghts in existence 
that could have forced their 
wav 
through the Dardanelles, but since 
then 
battleships and dreadnaughts 
have been built much more powerful 
than were dreamed of then, armed 
with fifteen-inch guns 
capable 
of 
throwing a 
shell weighing 
over a 
ton from Rushville to C - m n e r s v i l l c , 
and with such accuracy of aim. a f ­ 
ter the range has been 
found 
by 
aeroplanes, as \0 strike tin* 
court 
house, or any similar object desired, 
nine times out of ten shots. 


“ It has been demonstrated in this 
war that no iort or fortitication can 
stand against these terrible guns and 
it is, therefore, only a question of 
time when tin* tort*. guarding 
the 
Dardanelles will be silenced and the 
beautiful and historic city of Con­ 
stantinople will fall into the hands 
of the allies.”

1. 
Because we are voting against a bad business and not against any 
individual. 


2. 
Because this time it is not a vote to put anyone OUT of business. There 
is no investment to injure. The question before us is— Shall we vote to put somebody 
IN a bad business.

London, March 1.— The most pic­ 
turesque weird hours of all the life 
in the trenches is the time between 
sunset and the fall of darkness. 
If the real picture were put on the 
stage, it wouldn’t be believed. 
As 
you sit and watch it yourself, you 
feel that your eyes and mind are 
deceiving you. 
As the 
sun 
sinks 
ami grows red 
and 
the 
shadow’s 
grow long, the gulch of the 
trench 
tills with early night. 
It begins to 
grow eolu and 
the 
frost 
crystals 
form on 
ilie muddy sides 
of the 
tpeaces giving the effeet of tinsel or 
bits of bright stones. The darkness 
of the trench is 
broken 
now 
and 
then by the Hare of a cigarette puff­ 
ed nervously jor by the 
flare of 
a 
rifle. 
Silhouetted against the red sky is 
the erect figure of a legion soldier, 
his glistening 
bayonet 
protruding 
above the trench walls, and catch­ 
ing the dying glare of 
the 
sun’s 
light. 
Further along are the 
ugly 
shadows 
of 
the 
machine 
gnns, 
brightened 
by the 
polished 
brass 
work. 
As the darkness grows deeper you 
catch a glimpse of a sharp 
pin­ 
point of light on 
a 
distant 
hill. 
Which flickers in the Morse code, a 
message from a French battery to 
its comrades many 
miles 
distant. 
They are talking of some new plot 
to kill human beings. 
There 
is 
a 
rattle of rifles and their quick flash­ 
es, first at one point in your trench 
and then at 
another. From 
afar 
comes the putt! putt! p u tt! of a 
Maxim gun. 
Nightfall is the ma­ 
chine gun’s hour. 
During the hours 
o1 daylight, the machine 
gun 
men 
have got their ranges and fixed their 
aims, and now in the darkness when 
their precious guns are safest from 
sharpshooters, they flare out the re­ 
sult of the day’s work. 
From the distant comers of the 
compass, comes the roar of 
deep- 
throated batteries. 
The stars seem all 
the 
brighter 
because you are 
gazing 
at 
them 
from the 
bottom 
of 
your 
black 
trench. 
Suddenly the sky is bi-sec- 
ted by an arc of sparks, terminated 
by a beautiful glare of pure white 
light which transforms night 
into 
day for the space of many seconds.

Daylight charges were never made. 
It was only in the night time, in the

hours, 
that 
either the Germans left their trench­ 
es or we left ours to run ahead into 
a hand-to-hand stabbing fray with 
the enemy. 
The grey of morning is a sight of 
good cheer.

whether or not we could see the legs 
of the “juggler’’ fluttering 
in

wind. 
“The juggler” was the corpse of 
a Frenchman which for six 
weeks 
lay some two hundred feet in front 
of our trenches lying on his 
back 
with his arms outstretched, a can­ 
vass water bucket clutched in each 
hand, his legs sticking up into the 
air, in a spot so deadly from rifle 
fire that no one could 
reach him. 
I he dead man lay there through the 
nights and days. 
The French call­ 
ed this grotesque heap “the juggler" 
because they remembered that Jap ­ 
anese athletes stretched themselves 
-out in this dead Frenchman’s pos­ 
ture and tossed things about in the 
air and their feet. 
When the rags on the legs of “the 
juggler" were plainly seen, then we 
know’ that morning had come, an­ 
other night of madness had passed, 
and we might sleep until the night 
lights and the night noises broke 
out again at sunset.

may we decide to do right no m atter 
-'hat others may say or do. Jo sh ua’s 
decision was 
publieally 
declared. 
Joshua was not afraid to have his 
pinion 
published. 
He 
was

fraid that evil men would boycott 
him. 
He shouted his opinion 
from 
the housetop and men knew where 
he stood. 
“Finally his 
decision 
influenced 
others. 
Joshua was a true leader. 
He went before his people aud led 
hem like Pickett leading his brave 
soldiers on their 
charge 
on 
the 
bloody angle. If all Christian people 
will take their stan d and let it be 
known there will be no doubt as to 
the outcome of the election.”

it futile for us to pray God not to 
bring us into man y forms of tem pta­ 
tion. 
Why don ’t we 
rise up 
and 
overthrow it an d 
save 
ourselves 
from man y of its temptation*? 
The 
devil has done his best work in the 
world by the subtle temptation s he 
has invented for the saloon. 
“ The success o f the business de­ 
pends upon tempting boys to culti­ 
vate an appetite for liq uor. 
The 
president oi the Ohio Liq uor League 
said in an address; ‘The success of 
our business depends upon the crea­ 
tion of appetite for drink. 
The open 
field for this appetite is among the 
boys. 
It will be needful therefore, 
that missionary work he done among 
the boys, an d I make the suggestion 
that nickels exi>ended in treats to 
the boys will return in dollars to 
your tills after the appetite has been 
form ed/ 
“ Is there a father 
in 
Rushville 
who wan ts to vote upon the com­ 
munity an institution which as its 
object the creation of 
the 
liq uor 
habit in his hoy? 
If the 
saloons 
should come back into Rushville for 
a period of fifteen years they would 
all become ban krupt if their patron s 


were not recruited from the ran ks 
of boys. 
It is just as apt to be 
you boy, Mr. Voter, as any other 
father’s boy. 
The bright-eyed hoys 
of this city are prayin g 
to 
you, 
‘Lead us not into tempation, but de­ 
liver us from this evil/ 
There are 
hundreds of boys in Maine and K an ­ 
sas who have never seen a saloon 
an d they are free from the appetite 
for drink. 


“Is there a voter who wan ts to 
sacrifice his daughter to the drink 
demon? 
To surren der her to be a 
drun kard’s wife, or what is worse, 
to a life of prostitution ? 
Prostitu­ 
tion is an evil which is allied with 
the saloon. 
Get rid of the saloons 
an d this evil will be well nigh wiped 
out in every town and city in the 
land. 
A prophet wrote: ‘Whoredom 
an d wine take away the un derstan d­ 
ing.’ 
In his day these two evils in ­ 
tertwined. 
Roadhouses wine rooms, 
houses of prostitution in the vicinity 
of saloons and ‘blind-tigers,’ tell the 
tale. A recent ease in our own coun­ 
ty court has brought forcibly to our 
minds the kinship between these two 
evils.

I have seen some of these men work 
harder than anyone in trying to keep 
the saloon out.

“The saloon is the world’s great­ 
est school of crime. 
Reliable statis­ 
tic« say that from 7 0 to 9 0 percent 
oi crime is due to the saloon.

Michigan City, said that out of 9 2 
men recently sent up, six came from 
‘dry’ an d eighty from ‘wet’ counties. 
H arry Thaw killed ^Stanford White 
when he was inflamed with liq uor.

are saloons closed up in times of 
riots or occasions of great disaster? 
It is because the sale of liq uor at 
such times is provocative of further 
disaster and crime.

“Drunkenness provokes to cruelty 
It makes one rude to hi* wife, cruel 
to his children, an d destructive in 
his home.

even killed their loved ones in cold 
murder when crazed by drink. They 
were sorry enough for it afterw ard. 
W hat would not have given had they 
never been tempted to drink. 
Men 
who arc made violent by drin k are 
prayin g to the voter, ‘Lead 
us not 
into temptation .’ 
Let us not have 
an y part in bringing them into temp­ 
tation. 
A grave responsibility rests 
upon us. 
Arewe willing to have a 
part in tempting 
others? 
Do 
we 
wan t to be held responsible in part 
by a God who knows for the crimes 
to which the saloons tempt men? 
“\\ ill it do an y good to remove a 
temptation from men? 
Let us see. 
K an sas has 105 counties. 
In 8 7 of 
these there are no insane. 
In 54 
no feeble minded; in 9 6 no in ebriat­ 
es; in 38 not a poor farm has an 
in mate; in 53 the county jails are 
empty; from 65 there is not a repre­ 
sen tative in the State 
prison. 
In 
some of these counties there bus not 
been a criminal case on the courts 
io r ten years. 
In one coun ty the 
gran d-jury has not met f o r '25 years 
The reason for all this is found iu 
the fact that Kan sas removed the 
temptation of th e saloon from her 
young men and in stead of teaehii 
them to drink and schooling 
for crime « he saved them foi 
reputable persuits of life.”
